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INTRODUCTION 


As achild growing up in the 1980s, when “playing war,” I always tried to incorporate realism into this fictional 
landscape, and I learned much about being a soldier from reading Larry Hama’s G.I. JOE: Special Missions. When my 
friends and I engaged in summertime war games, I was popular because of the wealth of military nomenclature I learned 
from Hama’s realistic account of the military. Due to Hama’s tenure in U.S. Army Corps of Engineers during the Vietnam 
War (combined with the fact that the veteran seems to possess an I.Q. which [in my opinion] hovers at +170 while he 
manifests all the hallmarks of owning an eidetic memory), his ability to render authentic, uncompromising Cold War-era 
military conflict is simply unparalleled. For example, let’s review what I learned about Cold War-era soldiering in just ONE 
issue of Special Missions, #23 (“Scoop”). 


«You have to “Battle Sight Zero” your rifles-meaning; calibrate the sights of a weapon to make sure it’s shooting where 
you are painting it! 


After calibrating a weapon, you have to clear the weapon and then run a swab down the barrel and rag the bolt-face. 


‘Soldiers must police the area where they calibrated their weapons, looking for spent brass bullet casings after 
calibrating their weapons. 


«Soldiers receive multiple copies of their mission orders. 


‘Troopers are often used as pawns to perform the dirty work for armchair generals, corrupt politicians, and bureaucrats 
with vested interests. 


‘Soldiers are very protective of other members of their squad and are suspicious of all new team members. 


«Battlefield veterans let loose a few rounds of ammo from their weapons into the bush before arriving at their departure 
area to ensure that their weapons fire. 


«Since the construction of military ammunition is contracted out to the lowest bidder, stalwart soldiers often check 
the fit of every single bullet ina rifle’s chamber before loading them into a magazine since a slightly bulged case will 
jam a weapon. 


«Combat soldiers modify the use of their slings; they tie the front strap of their rifle’s slings to the weapon's sight post for 
utility's sake: in this manner, 1) the rifle is ready for immediate use, and 2) it gets rid of the sling’s swivel since they 
squeak and make noise while the soldier is on patrol. 


“Vets often utilize green tape on their rifles before engaging in jungle (or forest) combat to camouflage the shininess of 
their weapons (or to hide anything with a propensity to gleam in sunlight or moonlight [e.g. the metal on vehicles, metal 
rivets or snaps on belts or uniforms, etc.]. 


«Members of close-knit squads will remind newcomers to carry their compasses in the left side pocket of their fatigues 
and maps in their right side pocket in case the soldier is knocked unconscious or K.LA. {killed-in-action). In this manner, 
another member of their squad will know where essential team equipment is located and saves surviving soldiers the 
time spent to search a body. 


‘All experienced troopers do not carry the regulation “one bandage’—they carry a second one since a bullet wound makes 
two holes: a hole where the bullet enters the body and a hole where the bullet exits the body. 


‘Noise discipline (e.g. walking in absolute silence) is of paramount importance when you're on a mission, and field 
commanders often suggest the use of hand signals and mouth-to-ear whispers. With the mastery of silent hand signals 
such as “Rest Break,” “Hide,” and “Radio Check,” communication can be made both noiselessly and with minimum effort. 


«When moving through the bush, soldiers shouldn't let tree branches snap back, branches should be passed back to the 
next solider in the patrol in order to maintain noise discipline. Furthermore, when traversing new ground, soldiers should 
be mindful to not disturb vegetation or disturb any patches of bare dirt that would allow them to be tracked by the enemy. 


* Inexperienced shoulders should know better than to finish one half of a water canteen; canteens should be finished 
in their entirety in order to avoid the sound of water sloshing around inside of the canteen, which will give away a 
squad's position. 


«A good squad leader knows that an experienced enemy operative will memorize tactics delineated in US. military 
handbooks. When you have enough experience to outsmart and outthink the standard textbook fare {ambush 
locations, etc.), you should often try to do so... as Stalker states in issue #23: “Never go directly to a position.” 
Circle around if you can. 


«When setting up explosives for a mission, it benefits the team to refrain from leaving “..any incriminating American debris 
around after the bad guys [are blown up].” So then, the 6.1. JOE team utilizes tripwires jury-rigged from Swedish 
clothespins and Belgian plastic spoons. 


“In the middle of the hairiest (most difficult) part of a mission, experienced troopers will refrain from sleeping in order to 
be ready to engage the enemy at a moment's notice. NEVER (as Scoop does) fall asleep since the very lives of your 
comrades-in-arms are dependent upon your vigilance. 


«When eating freeze-dried rations, veterans will not use water to reconstitute their food—meals should be eaten dry and 
chased with a swig of water from a canteen to avoid the enemy smelling the odor. 


* BE PREPARED FOR ANYTHING, FROM OVERHWHELMING ODDS TO SURPRISE ATTACKS. 


«Inthe middle of nighttime combat, don’t stare at the flash from firing weapons or you'll lose every aspect of your 
available night vision. 


“Tn order to illuminate a battlefield at night, use “Willy Pete” (white phosphorous) to light up the night sky in order to see 
your enemy and gauge their locations. 


‘The further your squad travels in the dark of night, the more your enemy will have to spread out to locate you. 
Furthermore, mine your own evasion route with claymore mines in order to attack your enemy as they follow your 
path of retreat. 


As akid, I incorporated as much of the above information and language into “playing war” as possible, engaging ina 
fictional world where I always romanticized the harrowing task of soldiering. 

Years later, as a writer, I’ve come to the realization that I’ve only pretended to learn about soldiering, of course. I’ve 
learned about soldiering vicariously through the experiences of others. If we can assume that Larry Hama experienced 
many of the above circumstances first hand and in person, then, as a soldier, he’s done us readers a profound service. 

Soldiers are the people who give us citizens our rights; these valiant men and women carry the heavy load and bear 
the burden of fighting for our freedom. You see, if you live the life of a soldier, it becomes quite apparent that freedom 
is indeed NOT free. Return your eyes to the bulleted list above and as you re-read the inventory, recognize that all of the 
aforementioned situations result from reallife situations either observed or experienced by Hama himself. It changes 
your perspective when you don't apply this litany of deeds to fictional characters, but to real soldiers, doesn't it? 

I've come to the realization that veterans of the armed forces are BETTER than writers; they're certainly leagues 
better than ME. They make a true sacrifice: they're the only people who truly sacrifice their lives for others. I often 
reflect on the people I know who are in active service or who served with distinction in the past: my best friend Frankie, 
my Uncle Johnny, my father, my next door neighbor, my grandfather (rest his soul). Think of all the soldiers you know 
personally. What sacrifices have they made for you? 


We MUST thank them; our soldiers need to know that what they do matters. So the next time you see a veteran of 
WWII, Korea, Vietnam, Afghanistan, Iraq, etc., let these vets know you appreciate what they do every day. THANK THEM. 
For when we look at veterans, we are looking into the eyes of heroes.
